agent or collector for a licensea in so-
liciting orders or getting pay for them,

In shipping goods to Barre the com-
mon guriers who were in business prior
to 1005 must be used, and in this case
the Centrul  Vermont, the Montpelier
and Wells River railvoad anod _\'l']-mh'e
express are specifiod.
